




11th hour bid over 
bus station move 


OPPOSITION politicians have ap¬ 
pealed for Northampton Borough 
Council to consider other options to 
moving the bus station to the Fish- 
market. 

Councillor Sally Beardsworth (Lib Dem, 
Kingsthorpe), leader of the Liberal Democrats 
group, is planning to put forward a motion at 
the full council meeting next Monday calling 
for a public meeting on the decision to knock 
down Greyfriars Bus Station. 

Councillor Beardsworth said: “When the 
Liberal Democrats were running the coun¬ 
cil there was a clear majority in favour of 
expanding the Grosvenor centre and moving 
the bus station. 

“The Liberal Democrats identified several 
sites that the bus station could move to. 

“The Conservatives have selected the Fish- 
market site, but have not really explained to 
people why. 

“Residents are clearly concerned about the 
size of the site and the facilities that will be 
available. 

“Local people need and want a first class 
bus interchange and we must make sure that 
every avenue has been pursued to provide 
that.” 

However, Councillor David Mackintosh 
(Con, Ecton Brook), leader of the borough 
council, said the council had looked at alter¬ 
native sites but said the relocation of the bus 
station to the Fishmarket was the only viable 
option. 

He said: “When we looked at the footfall the 
only place to extend the Grosvenor Centre 
was north. “The reason a lot of firms give for 
not locating in Northampton town centre is 
because they don’t have access.”

Florida shooting 
suspect to go on 
trial next week 

THE teenager accused of kill¬ 
ing Northampton man James 
Kouzaris and his best friend 
while on holiday in America last 
year, will go on trial next week. 
Shawn Tyson is accused of shoot¬ 
ing 24-year-old Mr Kouzaris, 
from Kingsthorpe, Northampton, 
and his friend James Cooper, 
aged 25, in an area of Sarasota, 
in Florida, on April 16 last year. 
Tyson ap¬ 
peared in 
a Florida 
court on 
Monday for 
a brief hear¬ 
ing, which 
was his last 
chance to of¬ 
fer a guilty 
plea. 

A court 
clerk said 
Tyson, who 
has been 
charged as 
an adult 
with two counts of “first-degree” 
murder, did not accept any offer. 
The trial, to be heard before 
Judge Frederick Defuria, is 
scheduled to start on March 19, 
Tyson’s 17th birthday. 

Tyson also faces seven separate 
charges of aggravated assault 
with a deadly weapon without 
intent to kill, in relation to two 
separate matters. 

Mr Kouzaris, a former North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
employee and Northampton 
School for Boys pupil, known to 
his friends as “Jam”, had joined 
Mr Cooper, from Warwick, and 
his family for a three-week holi¬ 
day in the upmarket island city 
of Longboat Key, about 12 miles 
from where the two were killed.

The Maggie's Cancer Centre at Nottingham 


A drop-in 
centre with 
wow factor 


ARCHITECTS could soon 
be in talks with bosses at 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital about a striking cancer 
support centre to be built 
on behalf of a charity. 

The Maggie’s Centre would form 
part of NGH’s new cancer strategy 
and would see a unique building 
designed for the town centre site, 
where anyone wanting informal 
information about all aspects of 
the disease could drop in. 

Similar buildings have been 
constructed for the Maggie’s Can¬ 
cer Centres charity in several 
towns and cities in the UK, includ¬ 
ing Nottingham and London. 

A key tenet of the charity, es¬ 
tablished by the writer, architect 
and landscape designer Maggie 
Keswick Jencks, who later died 
of cancer, is to make the centres 
pleasing to the eye, resulting in 
several lauded modern designs by 
some of the world’s leading archi¬ 


tects. 

Maggie’s chief executive Laura 
Lee said: “We are ambitious to 
support as many people affected 
by cancer as possible, and as such 
if the opportunity arises we would 
like to further expand our network 
of Maggie’s Centres in the region 
by creating one in Northampton.” 

Mrs Lee said Maggie’s approach 
helped alleviate emotional distress 
and practical difficulties that can¬ 
cer brought, helping those experi¬ 
encing cancer to cope better. 

She added: “Maggie’s provides 
free practical, emotional and psy¬ 
chological support for anyone 
affected by cancer. We welcome 
people at any point in the cancer 
journey: diagnosis, treatment, 
post-treatment, recurrence, end of 
life and bereavement and with any 
type of cancer.” 

Bosses at NGH are due to start 
talks with the charity in two weeks 
and a site had been earmarked 
near the existing oncology centre. 


Hospital found to 
have poor records 


A SURPRISE inspection at a wom¬ 
en’s secure hospital unit in North¬ 
ampton found patients were left 
open to abuse because of poor 
records about both restraint and 
isolation cells. 

Care Quality Commission offi¬ 
cials found that the medium secu¬ 
rity Sitwell Ward at St Andrew’s 
Hospital, which is off Billing 
Road, did not have proper paper 
record of when staff had used 
physical force on patients. 

They also found a seclusion cell 
had insufficient records, includ¬ 
ing no record of when a patient 
left the room. 


It said: “One record did not in¬ 
clude an end time of seclusion. 
Another record confirmed the 
reasons for seclusion were due to 
the patient being physically ag¬ 
gressive towards staff. However 
there was little written informa¬ 
tion as to the events leading up to 
the decision to impose seclusion.” 
It added: “Incident reports were 
not always completed appropri¬ 
ately, which did not provide clear 
evidence that restraint was used 
appropriately and in line with 
guidance. This means that pa¬ 
tients are not always protected 
from abuse, or the risk of abuse.”

Report reveals 
data breaches 
within hospital 


ONE member of staff was sacked 
and another severely reprimanded 
for accessing details of Northamp¬ 
ton General Hospital patients they 
were not treating, a new report re¬ 
veals. 

The report on data breaches at NGH in 
2011, said measures were now in place to 
guard against information falling into the 
wrong hands, but warned potential harm 
could have been caused several times last 
year. 

The hospital said on one occasion, a mem¬ 
ber of staff accessed the record of “an ac¬ 
quaintance” who was also a patient then told 
them they now knew their personal informa¬ 
tion, including contact details. 

The hospital was tipped off by a third 
party and the subsequent investigation later 
found the access was unauthorised, and the 
staff member was dismissed. 

On a separate occasion, a member of staff 
viewed a family member’s clinical informa¬ 
tion that was held on computer. 

The breach was identified by the team in 
which the member of staff works and was 
reported. 


They openly admitted the access when 
confronted, disciplinary action was taken 
and the individual was given a final written 
warning. 

A hospital spokesman said: “NGH will al¬ 
ways take action of this kind against anyone 
who misuses patient information. 

“In particular, staff members with access 
to records are in a position of public trust, 
which must not be abused.” 

The latest NGH board papers said the 
breaches could not be described as “seri¬ 
ous”, which could result in fines from the 
Information Commissioner of up to £500,000, 
but were “of concern”. 

In that category were also a number of 
incidents where patients’ details on nurse’s 
handover sheets were apparently found in 
“inappropriate locations” and “not appropri¬ 
ately disposed of”. 

The report adds: “If these were found by 
a member of the public it would constitute 
a clear breach of the Data Protection Act, 
which may be reportable to the Information 
Commissioners Office (ICO).” 

NGH has said it has now begun a project 
to encrypt all portable devices, including 
computer memory sticks.

Grace back 
from her op 
in America 


A FIVE-year-old girl is hop¬ 
ing to walk for the first time 
after a £50,000 operation 
funded by donations. 

Grace Windram, from King- 
sthorpe, flew back from the United 
States last weekend where she 
underwent selective dorsal rhizo¬ 
tomy surgery and took her first 
steps with a walking frame. 

Now back at home she is already 
undergoing daily intensive physi¬ 
otherapy to encourage her chanc¬ 
es of one day walking unaided, de¬ 
fying doctors who said she would 
never be able to walk when they 
diagnosed her with cerebral palsy 

Her mum Helen Windram said 
the procedure, which Grace was 
not eligible for in the UK, has been 
‘beyond life-changing’ and opened 
up a world of opportunities for 
the previously wheelchair-bound 
young girl. 

She said: “It’s hard to process 


that the girl I’m seeing standing 
upright and walking is my child; 
it’s brilliant. 

“The change we have seen is 
mind-blowing, it is really drastic.” 

The five week trip to St Louis 
also included a second operation 
to reduce the spasticity in her legs, 
which involved cutting nerves in 
the lower spine that are responsi¬ 
ble for muscle rigidity. 

Her surgeon has predicted 
Grace will be walking confidently 
with a frame in six months and be¬ 
ginning to walk with cane sticks, 
but her mum thinks she will beat 
the targets. Within three years she 
is expected to be wheelchair-free, 
and in the long term will be able 
to walk unaided indoors, and with 
crutches outdoors. 

The family are continuing to 
fund-raise to meet the costs of 
physiotherapy and equipment.

Bus firm is helping 
police after attack 


A BUS firm has said it is assisting 
detectives with their inquiries af¬ 
ter one of the company’s drivers 
was robbed during a terrifying 
gun-point attack. 

The driver of a First number 
29 bus, from Greyfriars Bus Sta¬ 
tion, was threatened with a gun 
and robbed after pulling into a 
bus stop in Avon Drive, in Kings 
Heath, last Monday, between 
6.20pm and 6.30pm. 

The attacker pushed the emer¬ 
gency stop bottom before he 
pulled out the weapon and then 
demanded the driver hand over 
money. 


A spokesman for First said: 
“We have carried out a full in¬ 
vestigation into the incident and 
we are currently working closely 
with the police to assist with 
their own investigations.” 

The robber is described as a 
man who was wearing a black 
hooded top, approximately 6ft 
tall and would have been carry¬ 
ing an orange carrier bag. The 
robber demanded the driver put 
money into the bag.

Former Saint Ben 
opens injury centre 


FORMER Northampton Saints 
star Ben Cohen was back in 
Northamptonshire to officially 
open one of the most advanced 
sports injury treatment centres 
in Europe. 

The Rugby World Cup winner 
opened the Chris Moody Centre 
at Moulton College, marking the 
official launch of cutting edge 
treatments, using the likes of cry¬ 
otherapy and oxygen chambers. 

A spokeswoman for the college 
said: “The vision for the build¬ 
ing was to provide an innovative 
mode of operation in both learn¬ 


ing and rehabilitation. 

“This has created a unique fa¬ 
cility in the UK combining teach¬ 
ing and clinical facilities.” 

The £8.5 million building has 
two wings, one side, being the 
clinic, the other side for educa¬ 
tion, incorporating teaching and 
recreational facilities. 

The clinic can be rented by pri¬ 
vate therapists for their practic¬ 
es, and elite athletes from across 
Europe are expected to use the 
hi-tech facilities to help recover 
as quickly as currently possible 
from injuries. 


Services for 
patients hit 
by cash cuts 


A CHARITY relied upon by 
stroke survivors will be 
forced to close all of its pa¬ 
tient services after North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil announced it will stop its 
funding. 

The Stroke Association will shut 
down three specialised communi¬ 
cation groups in Daventry, Ketter¬ 
ing and Wellingborough, and two 
social support groups in Northamp¬ 
ton, which were all commissioned 
in 2009 by central Government. 

Simon Cook, head of operations 
for The Stroke Association East 
Midlands, said the charity was 
looking for other funding for the 
‘vital’ services which has support¬ 
ed hundreds of stroke victims. 

He said: “We are really con¬ 
cerned that local stroke survivors 
will be left with nowhere to turn. 

“Our stroke services greatly im¬ 
prove independence, communica¬ 
tion skills and quality of life, and 


save the NHS and Council money 
in the long-term, for example, by 
reducing hospital readmissions. 

“The council has supported 
stroke survivors up until this point, 
and although we realise that tough 
decisions have to be made on pub¬ 
lic services, closing these services 
would be a huge step backwards. 

“There is nothing similar avail¬ 
able locally. The services are a life¬ 
line to so many stroke survivors, 
families, carers and volunteers. 
We’re for life after stroke.” 

A spokesman for Northampton¬ 
shire County Council said: “The 
Department of Health allocated 
£116,000 funding each year over 
three years to Northamptonshire 
County Council for the provision 
of stroke services. 

“Unfortunately, this funding 
has now ceased and as a result the 
council is no longer able to fund the 
stroke-specific services currently 
provided by the Stroke Association 
beyond March 31.”

Police funding cut 


CONTROVERSIAL plans 
to cut £100,000 of police 
funding have been given 
final approval by the lead¬ 
ers of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council, despite pub¬ 
lic protests. 

About 30 members of the pub¬ 
lic gathered outside the Guild¬ 
hall last night to show their op¬ 
position to council plans to cut 
funding for Police Community 
Support Officers (PCSOs). They 
also handed over a petition of 
almost 2,500 signatures opposing 
the cuts. 

Kingsthorpe resident, Judy 
Whitmore, who collected the 
signatures, said: “The PCSOs 
have become part of our lives in 
Northampton, we can’t afford to 
lose them now” She was backed 


by Stan Dean from the North¬ 
ampton Association of Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watches. He said: “PC¬ 
SOs are our eyes and ears on the 
street. They’re the friendly face 
of Northampton’s police.” 

The Conservative leaders of 
the council said the authority 
could not afford to go on funding 
the police, but both Labour and 
Liberal Democrat councillors 
said they should. 

Councillor Terry Wire (Lab, St 
James) spoke to oppose both the 
cuts to PCSOs and a reduction in 
the number of people who moni¬ 
tor the town’s CCTV system. 

He said: “The council really is 
out of touch with the public. Peo¬ 
ple are up in arms about these 
reductions. 

“The PCSOs have done a won¬ 
derful job protecting the public 


and getting rid of them is just in¬ 
troducing a criminals’ charter. 

“This will be the downfall of 
the Conservatives on Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council. It will be 
their Poll Tax.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Dennis Meredith (Lib Dem, Ta- 
lavera) also opposed proposals 
in the budget to axe four senior 
managers at the Guildhall. He 
said: “To lose some top people 
just so we can fund things like 
free parking for an hour is ludi¬ 
crous. And plans to cut funding 
for the PCSOs are disgraceful.” 

Other proposals which were 
approved in the budget include 
an investment of £430,000 in the 
town’s Enterprise Zone. Despite 
opposition from Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats, the Conserv¬ 
ative’s budget was approved.

Church could shut 
without vital cash 


DAVENTRY'S Holy Cross 
Church could be forced to 
close unless £129,000 is 
raised before the end of 
the year. 

Canon Michael Webber has 
launched a massive fund-raising 
campaign after architects found 
the church needs serious repair 
work which will cost in the re¬ 
gion of £320,000. 

Last week, English Heritage 
put the church on their ‘at risk’ 
list and offered a major grant of 
£197,000. 

But that funding is wholly de¬ 
pendant on the church raising 
£129,000 itself by December this 
year. 

In its latest round of grants 
English Heritage has also agreed 
to give cash to churches in Wat¬ 
ford, Naseby and Aston le Walls. 

The main problem at the Holy 
Cross Church is that the upper 
level stonework and balustrading 
have become badly weathered. 

That has led to an accumu¬ 
lation of moss and debris on 
the high level cornice and the 
windows are no longer weather 
tight. 

The church is a Grade I listed 
building and the only 18th cen¬ 
tury town church in the diocese 
of Peterborough. 

Canon Webber said: “£129,000 
is a huge sum to raise and we 
hope that all kinds of organisa¬

tions in Daventry and the wider 
area may consider helping us. 

“The Holy Cross Church is a 
focal building in the town used 
for worship, weddings, baptisms 
and funerals. 

“If we can’t raise the money lo¬ 
cally then English Heritage can 
withdraw the grant and it will be 
a crisis for us. 

“The congregation will be 
busy holding fund-raising events 
but also hopes that many other 
groups can support us. 

“Leaders of the other church¬ 
es in Daventry have also pledged 


their support,” Canon Webber 
added. 

The Grade I-listed church of 
St Peter and St Paul, in Watford 
village, will use its £95,000 for ex¬ 
tensive tower stonework repair 
and renewal, re-covering of the 
tower roof and improvements 
to the tower roof access to aid 
maintenance. 

All Saints in Naseby will get 
£35,000 and the Church of St Le¬ 
onard, in Aston Le Walls, will 
receive £56,000 in the round of 
funding announced within the 
county this week.

Family in tribute 
to businessman 


THE family of a well- 
known businessman 
who paid tribute to him 
after a his death heard a 
coroner give a narrative 
verdict on the circum¬ 
stances leading up to 
the tragedy. 

Paul Mackaness, grand¬ 
son of the founder of Billing 
Aquadrome, was 39 when 
he was found hanged in the 
games room of his home in 
Preston Deanery on June 27 
last year. 

At an inquest at Kettering 
Magistrates’ Court yesterday 
coroner for Peterborough, 
Gordon Ryall, said: “Clearly 
he was a man with many prob¬ 
lems and he sought refuge to 
those problems in alcohol, 
and that, in effect, destroyed 
his life.” 

In a statement released 
at the time of his death, Mr 
Mackaness’ family said the 
father-of-two would be greatly 
missed by everyone who had 
known him. 

Mr Mackaness, who has two 
daughters, took over as man¬ 
ager of Billing Aquadrome in 
1996. He sold the 225-acre holi¬ 
day park in 2005 and bought 
the Heart of the Shires Shop¬ 
ping Centre, near Weedon, a 


year later. 

The inquest heard he start¬ 
ed drinking daily in 2005 and 
in 2009, the same year he was 
divorced from his first wife, 
his drinking escalated and he 
suffered with depression. 

His father, Sam Mackaness, 
said: “It was very difficult to 
get him to have treatment be¬ 
cause he didn’t want to have 
treatment.” 

Mr Mackaness’ GP at Del- 
apre Medical Centre, Dr Mark 
Barrowclough, said in a state¬ 
ment Mr Mackaness had been 
seen several times since 2009 
in relation to chronic problems 
of depression, anxiety and 
alcohol. 

Dr Barrowclough said: “His 
alcohol consumption had in¬ 
creased. He continued to feel 
low but not actively suicidal.” 

Mr Ryall said: “A very sad 
picture is painted of a man 
still young whose life appears 
to be completely taken over 
by alcohol and also by drugs. 

“Plenty of assistance was 
offered to him, support from 
his family and counselling 
services but once alcohol gets 
hold of a person at this level 
it’s very difficult to deal with 
it and to break the habit.” 

Mr Ryall recorded a narra¬ 
tive verdict.

raises £2k 
for cause 


MAYOR of Northamp¬ 
ton, Councillor Jamie 
Lane, has congratu¬ 
lated two people who 
raised £2,000 after 
completing a 6,000- 
mile rally across Africa. 

Greg Anderson, from Ab- 
ington, and Mark Leggatt, 
from St Crispin, drove 10,500 
miles in January, in a Ford 
Transit Connect van. 

The pair - Team TC - drove 
10,500 miles in total across 
15 countries, driving from 
Northampton to the start 
of the Budapest to Bamako 
‘Destination Bissau’ Africa 
Run 2012, and back from the 
finish.

At the Guildhall on 
Wednesday, Councillor Lane 
unwrapped the gifts of an 
African statue and garment. 
He said: “I didn’t expect 
anything back, so I’m quite 


amazed. It’s very tradition¬ 
al.” 

The rally itself took 16 
days and involved challeng¬ 
ing terrain, as well as sleep¬ 
ing outside under a mosquito 
net every night. 

Mr Anderson, aged 51, 
said: “It was an amazing ad¬ 
venture and we thoroughly 
enjoyed it.” 

He said the team did not 
suffer any major setbacks, 
but said: “Wild camels were 
a problem, running out into 
the road and then standing 
there, and the border cross¬ 
ings sometimes took up to 
four hours.” 

Mr Leggatt, aged 40, add¬ 
ed: “It was a really good ex¬ 
perience.” 

While in Bissau City, Mr 
Leggatt and Mr Anderson 
also visited an SOS Chil¬ 
dren’s Orphanage , which 
was one of the causes for 
which they had raised 
funds. 

Mr Anderson is now look¬ 
ing to set up a link with 
Guinea-Bissau through the 
Northampton Town Twin¬ 
ning Association, and volun¬ 
teered himself as an ambas¬ 
sador. 

He said: “It’s a poor coun¬ 
try and they’re looking for 
international recognition. 

“It would be nice if we 
could form some links.”

A FURNITURE outlet 
store has become the 
latest shop to close in 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre. 

Multiyork, which occupies 
one of the larger units in Ab- 
ington Street, announced the 
closure last week by inviting 
shoppers to a 75 per cent off 
clearance sale. 

The news comes less than 
a month after a survey found 
one in seven shops in North¬ 
ampton town centre were 
empty 

But traders believe the size 
and prime location of the unit 
could be turned into some¬ 
thing positive for the town. 

Deputy chairman of North¬ 
ampton town centre Business 
Improvement District (BID), 
Neil Bartholomey, said: “We’d 
like it to be a positive thing. 


As far as the BID is concerned 
it’s always sad when shops 
close down but we will do eve¬ 
rything that we can to try and 
encourage people to make the 
environment right for anoth¬ 
er person to take it up.” 

Mr Bartholomey said the 
mood among traders was nei¬ 
ther positive or negative at 
the moment, but said: “We’re 
holding our own.” 

He said the BID are plan¬ 
ning to submit an application 
for a share of a £1 million 
Government fund proposed 
by retail guru Mary Portas to 
help revive struggling town 
centres. Under the plans, 12 
towns and cities in England 
will be offered up to £100,000. 

Multiyork has 58 stores na¬ 
tionwide, but the Northamp¬ 
ton store is one of three facto¬ 
ry outlets that sell ex-display 
units at discount prices.

Cash windfall for Nene Valley 


THE NENE Valley has been 
chosen as one of a dozen 
flagship nature areas that will 
receive a share of £75 million 
from the Government. 

Environment secretary Caroline 
Spelman this week announced the 
chosen 12 Nature Improvement Are¬ 
as (NIAs) in England, whittled down 
from 76 bids. 

The funding will be used in the 
next three years to boost the Nene 
Valley as a wildlife habitat, as well 
as improving the ecology of the 
river. 

Brian Ever sham, chief executive 
of the Wildlife Trust for Bedford¬ 
shire, Northamptonshire and Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, which is leading the 
project, said: “I am thrilled the Nene 
Valley has been recognised as one of 
the first NIAs. 

“The announcement puts North¬ 
amptonshire and its wildlife on the 
map as one of England’s top nature 
areas. 

“I hope the success of the Nene 
Valley NIA and the other 11 schemes 
will form the start of a new Govern¬ 
ment commitment to wildlife protec¬ 
tion across our three counties and 
the rest of England.” 

The Nene Valley NIA covers an 
area of 41,000 hectares running 
through the heart of 
Northampton and the 
county to Peterbor¬ 



ough. It includes the River Nene and 
its tributaries, gravel pits, reservoirs 
and the valley’s floodplains. 
Together with the River Nene Re¬ 


gional Park and a variety of other 
organisations, the Wildlife Trust 
will work to deliver significant im¬ 
provements to the valley. 

Dr Jeff Ollerton, reader in biodi¬ 
versity at The University of North¬ 
ampton, said: “This is a once in a 
generation opportunity to establish 
the Nene Valley as a flagship region 
which delivers not just nature con¬ 
servation but also the ecosystem 
services on which our society de¬ 
pends.” 

Councillor Ben Smith {Con, Green 
Norton), Northamptonshire County 
Council cabinet member for en¬ 


vironment, added: “The valley is 
somewhere where human activity 
takes place in a stunning natural 
environment so it is essential that 
a balance is maintained and we 
achieve a sustainable way of work¬ 
ing together.” 

The NIAs were a key commitment 
of the Natural Environment White 
Paper, a statement outlining the 
Government’s vision for the natural 
environment for the next 50 years. 
It is hoped the areas will safeguard 
wildlife for generations to come. 

The Nene Valley partnership is 
due to start work in April.

Mercury&Citizen 
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A FORMER soldier from North¬ 
ampton, who won a bravery 
medal for risking his life to ena¬ 
ble the crossing of an Italian river 
during World War Two, has died. 

William Hancock, from Delapre, re¬ 
ceived the Military Medal in person from 
George VI following his crucial actions in 
constructing a Bailey bridge for tanks to 
cross the Santerno River in April 1945, as 
part of the final Allied thrust into Italy. 

His citation said that Sapper Hancock, 
an engineer, used a type of bulldozer to 
cut into the river bank under continuous 
mortar fire for two hours. 

His granddaughter, Anita, said: “He 
didn’t talk very much about it during his 
life because he considered that lots of 
his comrades did similar things, but by 
chance someone had seen what he did. 

“I think he was proud of the medal 
though, and he asked that when he was 
gone the MM was put after his name.” 

The citation to go with his medal said: 
“While working, shrapnel from very near 
bursts hit his machine but he carried on 
and finished his task until done.” 

After realising Sapper Hancock was 
building a tank crossing, it described the 
enemy redoubling their efforts to “knock 
him out” with mortar fire. 

It added: 

“Sapper 
Hancock 
showed great 
courage and 
complete 
disregard 
for his per¬ 
sonal safety 
in finishing 
the task to 
allow tanks 
to cross. 

“By his 
great ef¬ 
forts, Sap¬ 
per Hancock 
undoubtedly 
ensured to 
an immeasurable extent the success of 
the river crossing, at the same time set¬ 
ting an outstanding example of cour¬ 
age.” 

William “Bill” Hancock was born in 
Kingsthorpe, Northampton, on May 25, 
1920, and married Joyce, now deceased, 
in July 1942, having several children, in¬ 
cluding surviving daughter, Susan. 

In later years he moved to Delapre and 
drove lorries for Wilsons, of Welford 
Road, rejoining the industry he left when 
he decided to join the army as a teenag¬ 
er. 

Being only 17 at the time, he was told 
by recruitment officers to return when 
he was older. 

The next day he returned, claimed he 
was 18 and duly signed up. 

He was subsequently involved in ma¬ 
jor battles in Italy, including at Anzio and 
Cassino. 

Anita said: “His dad fought in the 
Somme in World War One and his grand¬ 
father served in the Boer War, so he was 
just very patriotic and eager to get in 
while he had some choice of regiment. 

“He was very keen on being an engi¬ 
neer.” 

Mr Hancock died, aged 91, at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital on February 
25. 

He leaves a daughter, a granddaughter 
and three great grandchildren.

Back on map 


I N recent years, a series of 
young new promoters and 
record labels have emerged 
across Northampton, all with the 
aim of improving the town's music 
scene. 

One of the latest is Knee Deep 
Promotions run by University 
of Northampton student Shaun 
Faulkner. 

With several shows already 
under his belt, KDP has set about 
attracting some of the best emerg¬ 
ing names within the hardcore 
scene to the town. 

“I started Knee Deep in October 
with the aim to essentially im¬ 
prove the music scene in North¬ 
ampton,” Faulkner explains. 

“In my opinion, it’s been quite 
poor since the demise of the 


Soundhaus. 

“The Roadmender is doing its 
mainstream thing but there’s 
just not the starting blocks for 
smaller bands playing this genre 
in Northampton. 

“I thought the best thing was to 
start my own promotion group to 
give bands which are just starting 
out the chance to play here.” 

The Penny Whistle pub in 
Northampton isn’t a name which 
is synonymous with live music, 
however, for years it has catered 
for a young alternative minded 
audience. 

While it’s hosted gigs in the 
past, part of the venue has now 
been more permanently trans¬ 
formed into an area for bands and 
can hold around 300 people inside. 


“It was difficult to get started, 
just trying to get my name out 
there was the first hurdle,” 
Faulkner explains. 

“It was a case of sending out 
emails to bands, managers and 
booking agents and hoping for 
something back - much like ap¬ 
plying for a job really” 

Next up for Knee Deep is Shef¬ 
field’s Never Cry Wolf who will be 
joined by Sincerity, Escape These 
Eyes and Dashwood. 

“April’s going to be a big month 
for Knee Deep,” Faulkner reveals. 
“About five years ago, Northamp¬ 
ton had some fantastic metal and 
hardcore bands playing, my aim 
with Knee Deep is the help attract 
bands back to Northampton and 
get it back on the map.”

Town stormed into a 3-0 lead inside

JON CLARKE says he ‘needed a 
change’ after confirming his move 
to Worcester. 

After nine years at Franklin’s 
Gardens, the outside centre will 
move to Sixways at the end of the 
season, bringing an end to a long 
and eventful career at Saints. 

Clarke has formed a formidable 
midfield partnership with James 
Downey under Jim Mallinder, but 
both will be moving on at the end 
of the campaign. 

They join Chris Ashton 
and Roger Wilson out the Gar¬ 
dens exit door, but Saints director 
of rugby Mallinder has said he is 
close to making a number of sign¬ 
ings.

“The fans at Northampton have 
been amazing to me and I have 
many friends and fond memories 
of my time at Saints. 

“Obviously I now want the Saints 
to have a big finish to the season. 

Meanwhile, Saints have been 
boosted by the news that Calum 
Clark and Paul Doran-Jones will 
be available for Sunday’s LV= Cup 
semi-final against Scarlets at the 
Gardens. 

The pair were released from the 
England training squad that is pre¬ 
paring for the weekend Six Nations 
clash with France. 

Coach Stuart Lancaster was set 
to announce more cuts to the squad 
today as he whittles his squad down 
to the 24 players who will travel to 
Paris to take on the French. 

Saints will be aiming to reach 
their second LV= Cup final in the 
space of three years when they take 
on Scarlets on Sunday (ko 1pm). 

Mallinder’s men were beaten 18- 
12 in a turgid Aviva Premiership 
match at Saracens. 

Stephen Myler scored three pen¬ 
alties and Ryan Lamb one, with 
Lamb’s effort late securing a losing 
bonus point for Saints, who slipped 
to fourth in the table. 
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
